over the territories,

^ r e e m e n t 
according to which the chief under- 
takes to forego the importation of 
arms from any quarter 
wluitsoever, 
and the importation of..merchandise 
from the seacost is also forbidden. 
The making of war,and the succession 
to a chieftainship will be subject to the 
approval of the British government. 
When British subjects are accused of 
crimes, 
trial and s<mtance 
will 
depend tm the resident's 
approval. 


The alienation of land will be ab- 
solutely forbidden. 
I n all resjjects 
these chiefs will be sovereigns iu his 
own territory. A chief will not be 
compelled to admit missionaries, and 
the prohibition of the alien^.tiou of 
land will not be relaxed in favor of 
grants to missionaries. 
British resi- 
dents will be instructed to advise the 
chiefs but to exercise 
no au- 
thority 
over 
them. 
If 
the 
chiefs 
disregard 
the 
terms 
of agreement re>»idents will report their 
conduct, but will have no power to 
give orders. 
The course of the White 
l^mvoloosi rvier from the Kambuld 
Mountains to the sea will divide the 
northern from the southern^ residency 
divisions. 
Many of the chiefs receiv- 
ing territorrieg are representatives of 
ancient tribes who were subjugated by 
the Zulus, aad they rejoice at the re- 
covery of their independence,

The newspapers of the country are 
teeming with glowing accounts of 
Gen. GRANT'S reception at San Fran- 
cisco. 
The city seems to have gone 


wild with enthusiasm. G r a i ^ t landed 
•amidst the ringing of bells and tíie 
firing of cannon. There were illumiiD- 
ations and bonfíresand receptions and 
processions and other demonstrations 
in his honor. 
When called upon to 
speak, he uttered a few common 
place words, b u t utterly 
failed to 
make 
a speech similar to those 
which he is said to have delivered in 
China, Japan and other far off lands. 


It is evident that much of the en- 
thusiasm was manifested by those 
who are interested in getting u p a 
GRANT boom, and giving the hero of 
Appomattox a third term in the pres- 
idential chair. 
The wliole aftair was 
cleverly managed, and its success re- 
flects credit upon the originators for 
their talents as spectacular showmen. 


It is perhaps meet and proper that 
GRANT should receive some degree of 
honor. 
H e was a succesful general; 
he 
was 
president 
for two 
terms; 
//r 
w 
f/ie only man 
now living who teas ever elected president 
of the JJuited jSfatex and who filled 
the 
office, 
and as a representa- 
tive 
American he was highly honor- 
ed abroad. 
But it should not be for- 
gotten that his term of office as presi- 
dent was more fruitful in corruption, 
jobbery, extravagance and profligacy 
than that of any man who ever filled 
the office; 
that his administration 
fairly reeked with 
scandals; 
that, 
with but few exceptions, his cabinet 
ministers were thieves and scoundrels; 
that rings of all descriptions ivere fos- 
tered by him; that as president he 
was the supple tool of the Money 
Power, and that he was guilty of re- 
peated and flagrant violations of the 
constitution in his tyrannical and un- 
justifiable use of the jnilitary power 
to deprive a large section of the coun- 
try of the right of self-government. 


As president. GRANT was a failure. 
When he entered upon his first term 
the country wi;s almost solid for the 
republican party, but his administra- 
tion was so corrupt 
that the party 
which elected it became a minority. 
When GRANT went out of office the 
democrats had a vast majority on the 
popular vote, controlled one house of 
congress, and had the senate 
luort- 
gaged to them. 
GR.ANT brought 
neither peace to the south nor pros- 
perity to the north. 
Ife had less cul- 
ture, 
less general 
knowledge, 
less 
stiitesnianship 
than any man who 
ever sat in the ])residential cliair, and 
tbe eight years of his administration 
will be remembered iu history as an 
era of shameless jobbery, unexampled 
oflicial corruption, unrestrained ex- 
travagance and brazen political profli-' 
gacy.
